5. Claims 12-23 are allowed. 
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6. Regarding independent claim 12, the closest prior art, JP 2003068471 to Kijima, shows in 
figure 1, the abstract, and in the graph on page 6, an organic EL device that has two cathode 
layers, 15a, and 15c, with a layer of MgAg therebetween. However, the prior art is void of a 
disclosure or motivation to include an electron transport protective layer having optical 
transparency, comprising a mixture of an electron transporting organic material and either an 
alkali metal or an alkali earth metal (i.e. hydrogen, lithium, sodium, potassium, rubidium, 
cesium, francium beryllium, magnesium, calcium, strontium, barium, or radium in combination 
with the remaining limitations of the claim. Claims 13-23 are allowed due to their dependency.
